GENERAL  EDUCATION 


General  Education  Division 

The  General  Education  Division  Lf  Florence-Darlington  TEC  is  a  service  division,  structured  to  undergird  the  one 
and  two-year  programs  of  the  other  divisions.  The  five  departments  within  the  division  provide  courses  in  related 
subjects  necessary  to  the  student  in  his  efforts  to  attain  maximum  success  in  his  career  field  and  in  his  practice  of 
good  citizenship. 

The  English  Department  seeks  to  develop  the  student's  communicative  skills  through  English  courses  which  provide 
instruction  in  the  use  of  good  English  in  writing  and  speaking.  It  also  provides  instruction  in  report-writing  tech- 
niques for  students  entering  technical,  business,  craft  and  other  semi-professional  areas.  The  student's  understand- 
ing of  basic  sciences  is  furthered  through  comprehensive  courses  in  physics,  chemistry,  etc.  in  the  Physical  Science 
Department.  The  Mathematics  Department  strengthens  the  student's  mathematical  skills  in  a  broad  curriculum 
ranging  from  basic  arithmetic  procedures  through  calculus.  The  Social  Science  Department  deals  with  development 
of  the  student's  social  skills  and  economic  understanding  through  courses  in  human  relations,  psychology,  and 
economics.  The  Developmental  Studies  Department  offers  a  non-credit  program  which  lasts  for  three  quarters. 
Its  aim  is  to  improve  speech,  listening  skills,  comprehension,  and  mathematical  abilities.  There  is  also  extensive  study 
in  current  events,  the  Constitution  and  in  local,  state  and  world  geography.  The  three  primary  areas  of  study  are 
Developmental  English,  Developmental  Mathematics,  and  Developmental  Social  Science. 
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GENERAL  EDUCATION 


Business  Administration 

Business  Administration  prepares  a  student  for  a  vast  number  of  jobs  in  the  business  field.  The  student  graduates  with 
an  associate  degree.  He  is  capable  of  recognizing  the  changes  taking  place  in  the  academic  and  business  world  and 
applying  his  knowledge  and  abilities  to  these  changes.  A  career  in  business,  industry  or  government  is  open  to  the  stu- 
dent upon  completion  of  the  training.  Some  of  the  specific  areas  open  are  in  real  estate,  insurance,  accountmg,  and 
retail  and  wholesale  sales. 

Secretarial  Science 

Secretarial  Science  is  a  two-year  program  leading  to  an  Associate  Degree.  This  course  provides  instruction  in  skill  sub- 
jects such  as  typewriting  and  shorthand.  It  also  provides  instruction  in  the  expanded  areas  of  business  such  as  econom- 
ics and  general  business.  There  are  four  options  that  are  available  to  the  student  entering  this  curriculum.  The  student 
may  choose  to  go  into  the  medical,  legal,  engineering,  or  executive  secretarial  areas. 

Data  Processing 

Upon  completion  of  this  two-year  curriculum  the  student  is  familiar  with  the  various  concepts  of  data  processing  and 
is  capable  of  illustrating  a  multiplicity  of  computer  applications.  He  is  capable  of  building  himself  in  areas  beyond 
programming. 

The  student  is  introduced  to  the  general  purpose  high  speed  electronic  computer  as  a  versatile  and  powerful  instru- 
ment for  problem-solving  and  data  processing. 

An  Associate  Degree  is  received  upon  satisfactory  completion. 
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Air-Conditioning,  Refrigeration  and  Heating 

This  one-year  program  leads  to  a  rewarding  career  in  a  rapidly  growing  industry.  Today  it  seems  necessary  to  have  air- 
conditioning  in  homes,  offices,  hotels,  theaters,  and  many  other  buildings.  The  student  receives  instruction  in  theory 
and  practical  work  in  refrigeration  and  air-conditioning.  He  studies  electrical  machinery,  mathematics,  and  other  re- 
lated courses.  The  fields  available  to  the  graduate  are  sales,  planning,  installing,  operating  and  maintaining  all  types  of 
heating,  air-conditioning,  and  refrigeration  equipment. 

Aircraft  Mechanic 

A  person  entering  this  program  may  look  forward  to  a  career  of  many  opportunities.  He  will  be  well-prepared  to  use 
his  theoretical  as  well  as  manual  skills,  in  jobs  such  as  servicing  and  testing  of  the  Airframe  and  Power-plant  units  Dur- 
ing this  program  the  student's  main  interest  will  fall  upon  the  thorough  and  conscientious  completion  of  all  assigned 
practical  projects.  Just  a  few  of  the  careers  the  graduate  may  enter  are  apprentice  airframe  mechanic,  A  &  P  licensed 
mechanic,  and  aircraft  inspector. 

Automotive  Mechanic 

Technicians  of  automotive  mechanics  are  of  great  importance  to  this  world  of  today.  Upon  completion  of  this  curricu- 
lum he  has  attained  a  knowledge  of  more  efficient  and  better  designed  automobiles.  He  has  a  vast  understanding  of 
why  tailures  occur  and  how  to  correct  them,  and  how  to  carry  out  preventive  maintenance.  A  graduate  is  qualified  for 
many  fields  related  to  the  automotive  industry. 

Diesel  Mechanic 

This  is  a  one-year  program  in  which  a  graduate  may  enter  into  a  very  skilled  career.  He  is  capable  of  performing  hieh 
quality  diesel  maintenance  work  in  the  passenger,  freight  transportation,  and  agricultural  fiefds  Since  the  dieselpow- 
er  plant  has  made  such  great  progress  in  almost  all  phases  of  the  farm  and  transportation  industry,  many  job  oppoVtun- 
ities  will  be  open  in  this  field.  j'  ri      ^j^h" '"" 

Industrial  Electronics 

Industrial  Electronics  is  a  one-year  curriculum  which  includes  training  in  the  technical  and  related  sciences,  training  in 
written  and  oral  communication,  and  special  training  in  areas  such  as  generation,  electrical  circuit  theory  and  applica- 
tion, transformers,  industrial  electronic  apparatus,  and  others.  A  graduate  of  this  program  is  prepared  to  work  in  pro- 
dijction  or  as  maintenance,  project  and  control  technicians,  electrical  equipment  sales  technicians  and  many  other 
jobs. 

Machine  Shop 

A  student  entering  this  curriculum  will  be  exposed  to  a  combination  of  textbook  and  hands-on  operations  relative  to 
machines  and  machine  tools.  While  performing  these  operations  the  student  is  given  technical  information  pertaining 
to  them  During  his  one-year  of  training  the  student  works  on  machines  and  machine  tools,  such  as  bench  work  as- 
sembly layout,  shaper  and  inspection. 

Radio  and  Televison  Mechanic 

A  person  well  trained  in  Radio  and  Television  Mechanics  is  bound  for  a  rewarding  field.  There  is,  especially  now,  a 
great  demand  for  trained  persons  in  this  field.  In  this  one-year  curriculum  the  student  learns  the'fundamentals  and 
experiments  with  different  devices.  Upon  satisfactory  completion  of  the  program  the  student  may  hold  positions,  such 
as  radio  repairman,  audio,  stereo  and  television  technician.  The  Radio  and  Television  Mechanic's  field  is  rapidly 
expanding. 

Tool  and  Die 

A  student  enrolled  inTool  and  Die  accumulates  much  skill  over  a  period  of  only  one  year.  He  must  have  a  broad 
knowledge  of  mathmatics,  drafting  —  blueprint  reading,  physics  and  science  of  metallurgy.  His  knowledge  of  a  ma- 
chine shop  must  be  very  sound  upon  entering  the  program.  A  student  becomes  very  skilled  in  the  use  of  different 
machines  and  instruments.  Many  special  productive  mechanisms  are  built  by  the  Tool  and  Die  student  Some  of  the 
occupations  a  student  could  enter  upon  satisfactory  completion  are  tool  and  die  makers,  methods  technicians  and 
manufacturing  process  technicians. 
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Dental  Assistant 

Dental  Assistant  is  a  one  year  program  training  the  student  for  a  very  exciting  career.  There  could  definitely  be  no 
boredom  in  this  field  because  of  the  many  different  services  to  assist  the  dentist.  Some  of  the  duties  of  the  Dental  As- 
sistant are  to  welcome  the  patients,  to  schedule  appointments,  to  keep  personal  records  up-to-date,  to  sterilize  instru- 
ments, and  to  give  chairside  assistance.  The  Dental  Assistant  program  gives  the  student  the  opportunity  to  develop  a 
wide  variety  of  activities. 

Radiologic  Technology 

This  is  a  two-year  program  in  which  a  student  can  earn  an  associate  degree.  During  most  of  his  first  year,  the  student's 
time  is  divided  between  the  center  and  the  hospital.  Most  of  his  time  is  spent  in  the  X-ray  department  at  the  hospital 
during  his  second  year.  The  student  is  rotated  in  various  rooms  of  this  department  performing  duties  such  as  position- 
ing patients  for  examination  and  taking  x-rays.  An  education  in  living  as  well  as  learning  is  obtained  by  the  student  in 
X-ray. 
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Agri-Business  Technology 

This  program  is  designed  to  help  students  acquire  knowledge,  understanding,  and  ability  in  the  broad  field  of  agricul- 
tural business,  including  agricultural  production.  It  combines  knowledge  of  agriculture  with  business  training  to  pre- 
pare the  graduate  for  many  of  the  varied  employment  opportunities  in  agriculture.  Upon  graduation  an  individual 
should  qualify  for  jobs  such  as  salesman  or  store  manager  in  farm  supply  stores;  agricultural  field  serviceman,  sales- 
man, demonstrator  or  plant  manager  of  feed  and  food  companies;  farm  products  inspector;  salesman,  or  office  man- 
agers of  farm  products  marketing  firms. 

(Agronomy)  Agriculture  Technology 

In  this  course  the  student  will  be  given  an  adequate  background  in  farm  administration  with  a  special  emphasis  on 
field  crops.  He  will  study  the  individual  crops  including  varieties,  adaptations,  and  methods  of  handling  and  process- 
ing. He  will  also  study  soil  management,  weed  and  insect  control,  farm  machinery,  marketing,  and  farmstead 
mechanizations. 

Civil  Engineering  Technology 

This  is  a  two-year  program  which  produces  a  well-rounded  graduate.  He  is  capable  in  any  type  of  Civil  Engineering 
Technology  field.  Upon  completion  of  this  program  he  may  become  a  surveyor  or  a  construction  man.  He  may  work 
on  buildings,  hydroelectric  projects,  airports,  and  sewage  and  water  supplies.  The  graduate  accumulates  knowledge  of 
methods  and  equiprrient  used  in  heavy  engineering  construction  and  of  practical  applications  of  construction  con- 
tracts. Civl  Engineering  prepares  a  student  for  many  challenging  jobs. 

Drafting  and  Design  Technology 

Basic  principles  of  Drafting  and  Designing  are  acquired  by  a  student  in  this  two-year  program.  The  Draftsman-Design- 
er is  an  important  link  between  engineering  and  manufacturing.  He  may  often  advance  into  much  higher  positions. 
Drafting  room  experience  and  related  academic  subjects  are  included  in  this  program.  With  no  problem,  a  graduate  is 
capable  of  completing  a  drafting  and  design  assignment  of  varying  complexity  with  little  instruction. 

Electro-Mechanical  Engineering  Technology 

The  student  studies  electric  circuits  and  machinery.  He  learns  the  fundamentals  of  electronic  control  circuits  and  ser- 
vo-systems. In  addition,  he  learns  to  design  linkage,  gear  trains  and  cams,  and  he  studies  fluid  mechanics  so  that  he 
understands  both  the  electronic  and  mechanical  design  of  control  systems.  The  graduate  of  this  program  may  expect 
to  be  involved  in  many  areas  of  development,  design,  manufacture,  operation,  and  maintenance  of  automatic  controls 
systems. 

Industrial  Engineering  Technology 

The  graduate  of  Industrial  Engineering  is  ready  to  compete  for  many  positions.  He  has  accumulated  over  a  period  of 
two  years  the  principles  and  practices  of  industrial  engineering  and  industrial  management.  In  almost  every  phase  of 
factory  planning  and  operation  Industrial  Engineering  Technicians  are  found.  Just  a  few  of  the  many  positions  open 
are  technical  sales  positions,  positions  in  transportation,  and  positions  in  hospitals  and  in  private  business. 
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Evening  School 

For  the  working  adult  who  wants  to  better  himself,  Evening  School  offers  a  great  opportunity.  Courses  are  selected 
through  the  studying  and  surveying  of  the  business,  industrial,  and  agricultural  communities.  These  courses  are  de- 
signed to  answer  all  sorts  of  needs  and  satisfy  varying  interest.  The  student  of  the  Evening  School  may  enroll  for  cours- 
es ranging  from  those  of  a  personal  interest  nature,  to  those  involving  professional  up-dating,  to  those  providing  credit 
toward  an  associate  degree.  The  Evening  School  is  living  evidence  that  learning  is  indeed  a  never-ending  process.
